1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. As per remark on page 9, Applicant argues that Outwater fails to teach " the 
forwarding first information regarding said identification means to a database and 
compiling said first information in said database and notifying a producer/supplier of 
said marking agent cartridge if said marking agent cartridge is rejected as being 
counterfeit step ". As cited in Col 9 lines 44-50, and lines 60-65, Outwater clearly 
teaches that "the spectral data and/or the code data (the first information) is 
transferred via modem to the remote site and the results of the comparison with the 
association table of the data base are transmitted to the field operator and indicated on 
the output or I/O unit 60" (Emphasis added). The results of the comparison is either 
the authenticated result or the unauthenticated result (counterfeit result). Therefore, the 
Amended claims 1 and 10 are also rejected under U.S.C 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Dietl in view of Outwater as above and also applied to claims 2-5 and 10-14.
